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COMMENTS  ON  VITAL  STATISTICS 


Births. 


The  number  of  children  born  this  year  was 
Four  less  than  in  1953  and  1952. 


The  live  birth  rate,  using  the  comparability  factor 
compares  favourably  with  that  of  England  and  Wales  and  is  a  fraction 
lower  than  last  year. 


Deaths 


Fewer  persons  died  in  1954  compared  with  1953. 

80  in  1954,  103  in  1953  and  55  in  1952,  and  of  these  80,  21  males  and 
32  females  were  over  70  years  of  age.  There  was  nothing  unusual 
in  the  cause  of  death  and  there  were  no  deaths  from  diphtheria, 
whooping  cough,  measles,  scarlet  fever,  poliomyelitis,  nor  from 
meningococcal  infection.  There  were  no  maternal  deaths. 


In  1954,  no  child  died  under  one  year  of  age. 


The  comparability  factor  is  worked  out  for  each  district  by  the 
Registrar  General.  The  purpose  of  this  factor  is  to  level  out 
the  differences  of  age  and  sex  constitution  of  the  population  of  the 
various  districts  and  enable  more  accurate  comparisons  to  be  made 
of  birth  and  death  rates  in  other  areas. 


SECTION  B 

PUBLIC  HEALTH  SERVICE 

The  Public  Health  Laboratories  at  Boscombe  and  Dorchester 
continue  to  give  the  district  generous  service.  The  Laboratories 
undertake  the  bacteriological  examination  of  water.,  milk,  ice  cream  and 
other  foods.  It  also  examines  specimens  for  dianosis  in  the  case  of 
infectious  or  suspected  infectious  diseases. 

AMBULANCE  SERVICE. 

The  Ambulance  Service  of  the  district  is  under  the 
jurisdiction  on  the  County  Council,  operating  day  and  night  from  the 
Civic  Centre. 

WELFARE  CENTRE 

The  County  Council  provide  an  Infant  Welfare  Centre  at  the 
Womens’  Institute  Hall  every  Tuesday. 

DOMESTIC  HELP  SERVICE 

A  Domestic  Help  Service  is  provided  by  the  County  Council 
and  has  continued  to  give  good  service  in  the  district.  There  has  been 
a  steady  increase  in  the  demand  for  the  Service  in  the  past  year,  the 
increase  is  mostly  assistance  given  to  old  people  and  maternity  work. 

ANTE  NATAL  CLINIC 

The  County  Council  provide  an  Ante  Natal  Clinic.  This  is 
held  in  the  Womens’  Institute  Hall  on  the  second  and  fourth  Tuesday  in  each 
month. 


SECTION  C_ 

SMUARY  C IRCUMST  ANC3S  OR  THE  AREA. 


WATER  SUPPLE 

The  Bournemouth  Water  Company  is  the  statutory  water 
undertaker  for  the  area.  The  majority  of  the  water  is  derived  from  a 
deep  well  situated  at  Walford,  near  Wimborne.  It  is  chlorinated  and 
softened.  10  samples  of  main  water  taken  for  bacteriological  analysis 
have  given  highly  satisfactory  results. 


DRAINACtE  AM)  SEWERAGE . 

After  consultation  with  the  Council’s  Consulting 
Engineers  and  the  Sanitary  Engineer  of  the  Dorset  County  Council,  the 
Council  instructed  their  Engineers  to  revise  the  proposed  scheme  of  main 
drainage  for  the  whole  of  the  town  with  a  view  to  sewers  being  laid 
as  far  as  practicable,  behind  properties  so  as  to  facilitate  the 
connections. 


The  revised  Scheme  was  considered  and  approved  by  the 
Council  in  November,  1954,  and  was  immediately  submitted  to  the 
Dorset  County  Council.  In  December,  representatives  of  both  Councils 
discussed  the  grant  to  be  made  by  the  County  Council  towards  the  cost 
of  the  Scheme  and  agreement  was  reached  for  consideration  by  the  County 
Council  at  their  quarterly  meeting  in  February,  1955* 


CESSPOOIE  AND  SEPTIC  TANKS 

The  Council  undertake  to  empty  free  of  charge  once  in 
three  months,  and  the  number  emptied  during  1954  was  386. 

PAIL  CLOSETS. 


There  are  738  properties  served  by  pail  closets. 

These  are  emptied  twice  a  week  by  the  Council’s  workmen.  There  are  five 
food  premises  and  twenty-seven  houses  through  which  these  pails  have  to 
be  carried. 

The  sewage  collected  is  taken  three  and  a  half  miles  to  Femdown, 
deposited  in  deep  pits  and  covered  with  soil  after  the  contents  have 
settled. 


REFUSE  COLLECTION  AND  SALVAC 


Weekly  collections  are  made  by  the  Council  and  the  refuse 
is  disposed  of  by  incineration  at  Poole.  During  the  year,  37  tons  of 
waste  paper  were  sold.
